THE  LONG  -  RANGERS  -- 
and  Heigh  Ho  with  our  Silver! 
To  bolster  proposed  changes  in 
constitutional  government,  our 
elected  and  appointed  public 
officials  always  parrot  the  line 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
“long-range  planning”  --  say, 
about  the  year  2000  and  beyond! 
What  gives  them  the  authority 
to  operate  beyond  the  scope  of 
their  elective  or  appointive 
terms  of  office  is  something 
only  the  empire  builders  can 
explain.  Since  unborn  genera¬ 
tions  will  pay  the  price,  we  are 
back  to  taxation  without  repre¬ 
sentation  again. 

This  long-range  planning  is 
like  a  vat  of  yeast  brewing, 
bubbling  all  over  from  Washing¬ 
ton  to  East  Paterson.  Trenton 
has  locked  arms  with  surround¬ 
ing  states  to  tax  New  Jerseyans 
to  share  in  the  costs  of  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  by  these  other 
states,  because  private  industry 
can  no  longer  operate  interstate 
facilities  at  a  profit,  thanks  to 
long-range  socialist  planning. 
A  multitude  of  new  bureaus  with 
$25,000  a  year  executives  has 
boosted  the  budget  to  a  billion 
dollars. 

Coming  down  to  the  County 
level,  the  Democrats  and  Re¬ 
publicans  are  in  a  race  to  foist 
managerial  government  upon 
us.  This  will  require  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  a  Metro  charter  in 
place  of  our  “archaic”  form  of 
represen  tative  government. 
Section  1.01  of  this  charter 
for  a  “modern  and  strengthe¬ 
ned”,  meaning  more  powerful, 
county  government  provides: 


“The  County  shall  have  all 
such  powers  as  fully  and  com¬ 
pletely  as  though  they  were 
specifically  enumerated  in  this 
charter;  and  no  enumeration  of 
powers  in  this  charter  shall  be 
deemed  exclusive  or  re¬ 
strictive.” 

A  footnote  to  the  above 
states:  “This  section  has  been 
drafted  as  a  guide  to  highlight 
the  importance  of  claiming  all 
powers  available  and  to  fore¬ 
stall,  if  possible,  any  narrow 
construction  of  power.” 

Could  anything  be  plainer? 
Democratic  County  Chairman 
Anthony  Andora  and  Republican 
County  Chairman  Nelson  Gross 
are  both  lawyers.  Is  this  the 
kind  of  government  they  want 
to  clamp  on  us? 

Under  the  charter,  the 
County  Manager,  appointed  for 
an  “indefinite  term”,  has  wide 
powers  over  county  employees, 
county  police,  public  health  and 
welfare,  register  of  deeds,  pur¬ 
chasing,  roads,  and  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  “such  other  powers  or 
duties  as  are  required  by  this 
charter  or  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Council.”  A  blank  check. 

While  the  “County  Council” 
will  have  no  power  to  appoint 
or  remove  county  employees 
or  administrative  officers  who 
are  appointed  by  the  manager, 
it  will  pass  laws  and  levy  taxes 
directly.  If  the  Freeholders  de¬ 
sire  legislative  powers,  why  do 
they  not  seek  office  in  the  State 
Legislature?
